Riz1o, That by an A& of Parliament, The Sum of 300000 [ib. Seri 
ling, ſhould be ſtruck, and made current in Talleys or Notes, of di 
ferent Denominations. 
Secundo, That an Office, conſiſting of privat Perſons, ſhould be ap 
pointed by the Parliament, for lending theſe Talleys out at 5 pei 
cent, upon the beſt Land Securitie. 
Tertio, That the principal Sums borrowed in theſe Talleys, ſhall ne 
ver be repayed, only the Lands of ſuch who borrow, ſhall be burdenec 
with the ſaid 5. per cent intereſt, for the ſpace of 25 years- 
Puarto. That four of the ſaid five per cert intereſt, payed yearly ir 
Talleys ſhall be deſtroyed by the Office, ſo that at the end of 25 year 
or thereby, there ſhall not be one Talley in the Kingdom. 

That one fer cent of the ſaid five of Intereſt, ſhoul] be im 
ployed for detraying the necefſary Charge of the Office ; Or, otherwiſe; 
as the Parliament ſhall think Convenient. 


An Example of this Propoſal: 


F 200000 /ib. Terling 1n Talleys, be lent out at five per cent Inter: 
eſt, Then this Intereſt will Extend to 15000 /b, fterlirg yearly, of 
which 15000 ib. ſterling. The Sum of 12000 lib: ſterling being 4 of 
the ſaid five per cent ſhall be payed in Talleys and yearly deſtroyed by the 
Office, but the remaining 3o0o lib, being one of the ſaid 5 pe 
cent , {hall go for defraying the neceſſary Charges of the Office. | 

The Heretors who borrow the ſaid 300000 /ib. ſterling, ſhall con 
tinue paying punctually the ſaid: 5 per cent Intereſt for the ſame, du 
ring the ſpace of 25 years, at the end of which Term their Land ſhall be 
free, and the principal ſhall never be returned, for by deſtroying the 
foreſaid 12000 /:b. ſterling yearly of the Talleys, all ſhall be returned in 
the foreſaid ſpace of 25 years, becauſe 12000 multiplyed by 25g 
makes 300000. which is the compleat Sam of the Talleys. 
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The Honourable Eſtates of Parliament, may be pleaſed here to obſerve: 
That the DoCtor does nor limit this Propoſal to a certain definit Sum,! 
nor to a certain limited time; for che Parliament, if they think it proper, 


may condeſcend upon any Sum, greater, or leſſer, to be repayed within!
